The fise and falt of large bodies 


>| of water—a phenomenon to which 


we have applied the name of tides 
—is the result of the influence 
exerted upon the earth by the 
moon and suo. Both ‘pull or 
attract the earth in varying de- 
grees, the power of the moon be 
ing about two and a quarter times 
as great aa thatofthe son. This 
attaction ig most evident in the 
fluid portion of the earth's surface 
--the oceans and larger’ lakes, 
which are so affected that they 
bulge outward, forming a risingof 
the water on the side of the earth 
nearest che moon, and also on the 
opposite side With correspon.ing 
low water between. The reason for 
excrame high tides at the times of 
the new and tull moon is because 
the moon isthen in a line witb 
the sun, andthe water reacts to 
the combined pulls of both bodies. 
At the time of the first and third 
quarters _of the moon this in- 
fluence is divided—the single unit 
pull of the sun acting at right 
angles to the two and a quarter 
unit pull of the moan, thus dim- 
inishing materially the attraction 
exerted upon the earth and pro- 
ducing tides that do not risa near- 
ly as high asthe ones occerrisg 
during’ the times of the full or 
new moon.

Four Thousand Miles In

Mr. Joho B. Kelley, of New 
York, srtived in Cowes after 5 
temarkable voyage across the 
Atlsntic in his small schoone:- 
rigged yacht Diablesse. 

Diablesse is of 21 tons displace- 
ment, and & trifle longer than 
Typhoon, the 15-ton ketoh in 
which Mr. Washburn Nutting, 
another, American, made 4 
similar yoyage to Cowes last 
year. 

While Typhoon sailed 2,500 
miles from Nove Scotia, however, 
Diablesse has accomplished « 
non-stop mx of about 4,000. miles 
from New London, Connecticut, 
in 33 days. Her motor was only 
made use of for four days in all. 

Mr. Kelley was accompanied 
by his wife, who bas made long 
yachting cruises with her bus 
band: a guest, Mr. Egmont 
Arens, of New York, who has 
had no previous sea experience;

VICTORY DELAYED? ° 

Admiral Sims's principal charge 
that administrative defays cost 
half a million lives and 15 billion 
dollars is discussed, 

The majority report says the 
conclusion seems inevitable that 
if delays in Nava! operations had 
not occurred, the American Fx. 
peditionary Forces might have 
brought about the Allied victory 
earlier than they actually did, 
but the extent to which these 
delays failed to shorten the war 
is altogether conjectural. 

Admiral Sims's charge is 
deacribedin the minority report 
as “moustrous”™ and devoid of 
foundation and it is declared 
that Admiral Sims bas failed to 
produce evidence in support of jt, 

Evidence shows, it is added, 
that the American army was 
transported as fast as it was 
ready, and that arms and supplies 
crossed to Europe in ample 
volume at all times. 

WHITE HOUSE Policy. 

The majority report says that 
the conclusion seems unavoidable 
that for many montks after the 
United States had entered the 
war, tha primary motive of ‘the 
Administration was not to do 
everything possible to help 

i but rather 
predominant par- 
pose of the Administration seam 
to have been to look to the future 
of the United States, apart from 
the Allies, in case the latter might 
be defeated, or in case a peace 
without victory right be rade. 

Naval unpreparecness,sithough 
great, was not, the majority hold, 
the principal reason that delayed 
American navel action, but the 
facts compel the conclusion that 
principal cause of the delay was 
the self-defensive, non-aggressive, 
non-helpful policy imposed on tha 
navy by the Administration 
through Mr. Secretary Daniels. 

CHARGES “ TRIVIAL.” 

A large degree of credit is 
given to Admiral Sims for the 
convoy system, and the majority 
report says that the general lack 
of sapportby the Navy Depart- 
ment embarrassed the Admiral 
in his negotiations with the 
Allied navel acthorities. 

Substantisily all Admiral 
Sims's .recommendations in the 
first months of the war were 
later adopted. 

In defence of the Administra- 
tion, the miaority report says that 
the few charges which appear to 
bave some justification sare so 
trivial, as compared with ihe vast 
operations of the navy during the 
war, as hardly to deserve serious 
consideration, and it asserts that 
there is no instance where the 
errors alleged by Admiral Sims 
had any serious material effect on 
the general result, 

It is added that the uniform 
success of the American opera- 
tions amply demonstrate the 
wisdom of the policies adopted.

Idatelstvo Pisatelei in Moscow 
before the war, which was used 
exclusively for publishing - the 
works of authors. : 

“Already private ecterprises, 
like the Alkonost of Mr. Grjebin, 
who is co-operating with the 
authors, have published in Berlin 
the works of Marim Gorky, 
Gosseif-Orenburgaky, and others. 
Tne attention of Mr. Grjebio’s 
establishment, however, is mainly 
directed to printiog text-books, of 
which there have been published 
over one hundred different kinds 
for school use in Soviet Russia. 

“The Universal Literature in 
Petrograd, a publishing establish- 
ment under the personal direc. 
tion of Maxim Gorky, is very 
well-equipped and bas sdopted an 
elaborate programme, Inthisesta- 
blishmoent there are sbout two 
thousand suthors, interpraters, 
and book specialists. It is the 
intention of Universal Literatare 
to publish theclassical works of all 
nations and of all epochs. Eighty 
books of this kind hare already. 
been produced. Tho programme 
covers a period of ten years; if 
the programme is completely ex- 
ecuted. the establishment will 
afterwards become the Pantheon 
of Universal Literatere. Even 
now it is turaing ont books more 
carefully and neatly finished than 
those issued by the State Printing 
Department in Moscow, for Mr. 
Gorky bas selected really able 
assistants, ‘ 

“AI! tha collaborators of Mr. 
Gorky, and other writers in 
Petrograd are well provided for 
materially. Men of science and 
art in Moscow are now living in 
the ‘Houses of the Learned.’ 
Relieved from material cares, 
they can devote their entire 
ecergy to the Geld of science and 
art.”

A Plea For More Liberal 
. Legislation. 


The Osske Industrial Associa. 
tioo bes sent to the Home 
Department the following written 
Tepresentation in viaw of the 
frequency of labour trouble in 
this country: 

“The frequent occurrence of 
labour trouble in this country is 
largely due to the depressed can- 
dition of industry. Unless the 
situation is improved, the inevit- 
able consequence would be tbe 
multiplication of labour trouble 
end the aggravation of asitustion 
which is already threatened by 
the growing number of tha 
unemployat. , 

“It is highly advisable, there. 
fore. that capitalists appoint a 
committee representing the in:

THE L. 0. N. DEBATE. 


The animated debate” in which the Assembly of 
the League of Nations engaged relative to procedure helps 
to revive interest in an organisation which gave rise to 
high hopes. but which has receded into a position of 
secondary interest. M. Hymans, who was the first 
President of the Assembly, advocated an open discussion 
of the Council's report. in which be had the support of 
Lord Robert Cecil. It is a matter for ‘surprise to hnd M. 

- Motta. the Swiss representative, as an opponent. remember- 
ing the eloquent address he delivered upon the’ beneficent 
function of the organisation at its initial convention last 
December. We do not know of anything in Standing 
Orders to veto such a discussion. and Dr. Van Karnebeek, 
the newly-elected President of the Assembly. gg.to be 
complimented upon sweeping aside the objection. As the 
result‘of this course, a great open debate upon the activities 


of the League is promised. and we trust that the debate will! 


justify this anticipatory description of it. ; 

There isa cogent reason for welcoming this stand on 
ithe part of the Assembly. because there. isa tendency for 
that branch of the League to be subordinated to the 
conclave denominated the Couveil. in’ the which the chief 
power is in the hands of a few Governments. The Assem- 

. blytepresents the more democratic side of the League's 
activities, and it is well that its debates shauld be 
untrammelled. The Council uf the League in turn is 
dominated toa large extent by the Supreme Council of the 
Allies. or one might say that the Council of the League is 
the Supreme Council's alter vy. only that the. latter 
character is the predominant one. Perhaps in’ the present 
condition of world politics this is a large measure inevitable. 
Tf so, it renders more desirable free discussion by.the body 
which has direct representatives from all the constituent 
members. . 

' As°to whether the Legaue has been a Success or a 
failure, much depends upon the viewpoint. Compared 
with carly hopes it has been a huge disappointment, but 
mainly for reasons outside its control. When America 
refused to ratify the Covenant, the high hopes became im- 

ossible—to say nothing of the question of Germany and 
Russia. On a greatly-reduced footing, the Ledgue has, 
everything considered, accemplished some appreciable 
service. The settlement of such a knotty problem as 
the Aaland Islands deserves to be noted,.and the 
League is now engaged upon a similar task, but of a more 
exacting kind, in regard to Silesta, which may have an 
important. bearing upon the the prestige of the organis- 
ation. The attitude of the United States is still the crucial 
factor, and the world awaits the outcome of President 

” Harding’s. consultations with the “best minds” among. his 
countryman relative to.a society "for advancing ‘world- 

‘ comity. Just now. there is a gravitation towards Washing- 
ton, where the momentous question of disarmament and 

ate problews are soon to be debated. If the League is 
eclipsed for the time, its members may seek solace in the 
‘reflection that they were the first embodiment of the spirit 
which the summoning of that Conference purports to

The Water Supply. 

Tn connection with the report 
of the Committee appointed to 
vonsider the. possibility of in- 
stalling 8 water-carrlage sawage 
aystem into the Colony we heard 
quite a deal about tho water 


dsupply of the Calony, and ware 


tald, much’ to everybody's sur. 
prise, that we hado't. as much 
water as we thought we had. 
Most people cansidered that the 
Tytam Tuk scheme had supplied 
our wants for years. But no, for 
aven withont any water-fHushed 
system of sewage disposal our 
Water Authority was going to 
inatituta the controlled Rider 
Mains again just before the long 
dry spell broke about'a fortnight 
ago: -We have how to band the 
afficial Wacer Return for Septem- 
ber Ist., and ashortstudy of it will 
prove helpful. Thanks to the 
recent heavy rains m st of the 
reservoirs are full—at least we 
have 2,030,830,000 gallons of water 
storédd on the Hongkong side. 
That was more than we had this 
time last sear. The popu! ation 
of the island is put at 352.580 and 
the daily average consumption 
per head is given as 26.8 gallons. 
Of course the population is in- 
creased as compared to last year, 
but the consumption bas de- 
creased ‘slightly per head. To 
find out what is the daily con- 
sumption of water in Hongkong 
is fairly simple from the figures 
given above. Without going into 
decimals there is erough water 
in the-reservoirs to-day to keep 
Hongkong going for over 200 days 
at the present rate of consump 
tion even though there is not 
another drop of rain in the 
interval. And the consumption 
given above is in a summer 
month when more water would be 
used than in a winter month. Let 
us look at Kowloon. There 13 
now in storage 374,000,000 
gallons; the popolstion to be 
served is given ay 131,260; the 
consumption per head per day is 
given as 15.3 gallons: therefore 
we have enough water to last for 
183 days, (or six months) even it 
co more rain fell for that length 
oftime. ~ : 


Stop Wastage. 

Now, if the reader will bear all 
these facts In mind, we wish to 
refrean his memory regarding 
what the Comnrittee on the Water 
Carriage system said. It said 
that we should require larger 
water storage accommodation 
before we could have such a 
aystem. The Peak could havo it 
right away: the middle levels 
would have to wait; Kawloon 
would have to wait; and the 
Chinese districts didn’t much 
matter because the people 
wouldn't appreciate it. The 
Water Authority's figures scarce- 
ly bear out that part of the report 
relating to quantity. One is fore- 
ed to assume--on the fignres given 
above—that all the foreign re- 
sidential districts could have a 
water-flushed system without pat- 
ting the Colony in danger of a 
water shortage, if a stop could be 
puz to the edormous wastage that 
goes on. In this regard the Gor- 
ernment is One of the greatest 
offenders. Last Sunday morning, 
after the heavy rains of the pre- 
vious night had washed the 
streets a3 clean ag & Bew pin, 
gang: of coolies were to be seen 
round the town still carrying out 
the flushing of gutters and alley- 
ways.

It 
would entail no new waterworks 
scheme for the present, though 
with the growth of the Colony 
such a contingency would have to 
bs faced in the future.

WHAT DID HAPPEN, AT Pa Rist 

Oaoof the ironiea of tha Peace 
Confersxce—the assembly that 
was to inaagurate the Naw Era— 
is that nobody seems to know 
what occurred. This, of course, 
is speaking relatively, The formal 
conclasions are embodied in the 
main instrument, the Treaty ‘of 
Versailles, but concerning the 
manner and the spirit'in which 
thesa conclusions were reached 
every narrative differs more or 
leas from the others. 


A number of the American 
delegatea to the Conference 
deacribed its proceedings and 
results last winter to a seriea of 
public andiencesin Philadelphia, 
each speaker taking an sspect of 
the subject with which he was 
particularly intimate. These 
talks" are now collected under 
the editorship of two members of 
the delegation, along with the 
answers given to a number of 
questions from the audience. They 
are able pieces of exposition, and 
will go some way to qualify 
impressions derived from Mr. 
Lansing, Mr. Keynes, and other 
individual commentators. Mr. 
T..W. Lamont particularly ra 
pudiates Mr. Lansing’s complaint 
that President Wilson ignored his 
colleagues. “I never saw a man 
more ready and anxious to can- 
sult than he.” Mr..C. 8. Haskins 
affirms that the atmospbere of 
the Conference was “xgrosaly 
misrepresented” by Mr, Roynes, 
who has performed some usefal 
economic analysis, but, "in order 
to get the book read,” indulged in 
a description of scenes of which 
he was not a witness. This is 
interesting as coming from a 
memberof a delegation other than 
the British. Mr. Keynes’ volume 
has been extensively quoted 
by a section of the British Press 
{notably tha Daily News} as an 
eminently autboritative nar. 
rative. It had been hinted, how- 
ewer, that Mr. Keynes purported 
to record incidents as an eye- 
witness when he was not present; 
and here we have confirmation. 


Interesting light is thrown upon 
certain corners of the delibera- 
tions. Thus, the question of 
whether pensions in Allied conn. 
tries come onder Germany's 
Hability for “damage done to the 
civilian population ~ as laid down 
in the Armistice terms appears to 
have been finally settled under 
the guidance of General Smuts, 
whose judgment was: * What 
was spent by the Allied Govern. 
ments on the soldier himself, or, 
rather, mechanical appliances of 
war..might, perhaps, not be re- 
coverable from the Ger- 
man Government under the 
reservation, as not being in a 
plain and direct.sense damage to 
the civilian population, bat what 
was.or is, spent on the citizen 
before he became a soldier, or 
after he Jhas ceased to be a 
soldier. or at any time on his 
family, represents compensation 
for damage done to civilians and 
must be made good by the Ger- 
man Government under any fair 
interpretation of the above re- 
servation.” 


“What: Really Happened at 
Paris” (Hodder and Stoughton) 
is the title of the present volume, 
which is edited by Col House and 

r. C. Seymour. Colonel 
House, in his. own general 
review of the Conference, 
notes several mistakes, such 
as the reluctance of the European 
Allies to puta definite figure on 
the German liability, and the 
lack of publicity in the negotia- 
tions. The common authority 
was undermined, too, by ‘the 
hasty demobilisation entered 
fupon by England and Amarica, 
and the reluctance of every 
Power but France to have its 
troops employed for police 
purposes. When allis said, how- 
ever, he claims tbat there are 
parts of the Treaty which mark 
a distinct advance in international 
morals, and tf they fail of their 
purpose it will be because of the 
refuse’ of the United States to 
accept thé Treaty in good faith 
and to give it her powerfal sup 
port.”

Assem- 
bly, which was. planned chiefly 
by the Shipping Department of» 
the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha, will, 
it is reported, be brought ‘into 
being shortly. Acccrding to the 
original piao, the proposed organ- 
ization should have had « capital 
of ¥200,000, with each share 
valued at ¥500, and shipowners, 
freighters, consignors, and un- 
derwriters alone being admitted, 
on the condition that they should 
hold over eleven shares. In com- 
pliance with the wishes of the 
Kobe Marine Transport Guild, 
however, both sides have carried 
ofl repeated negotiations and 
have now arrived at a decision’ 
that orly the partners of the 
Guild should be admitted to 
membership of tha Assemby, 
while the capitat should be re- 
duced to ¥100,000 and the face 
value of each share to Y100. 
Business. will probably be opened 
from the middle of September. 


ICHANG-CHUNGKING RUN. 

The ss. Hsikkiang, a- new 
vessel for the increasing trade 
between Ichang and Chungking, 
arrived in Hankow on August 19 
on her maiden .voyago up river. 
The vessel ia owned *by a com- 
bination of Chinése capitalists’ 
who are connected with J. M. 
acd Co, Ltd. and French interasts - 
represented by Messrs, A. Chiris 
and Co. of Chungking. - The 
Heiakiang was built by Messrs, 
Huh Hsing and Co. of Shanghai . 
under the supervision of Messrs. 
Parker, Reilly.and Co. and is 130 
feet long, 185 tons net register, 13 
knots speed, carries about 80 tons 
of cargo and 155 passengers on’ 6 
feetdraught. For a small vesgel 
sheis very comfortably fitted up, 
having a neat saloon and four 
cabins for foreign passengers. To 
cope with the arduous -and 
pecoliar conditions on upper river’ - 
the. Hsiakiang is fitted with 3 
large rudders, ‘powerful steam 
steering gear, also special gear 
tor heaving over rapids, whilethe 
bridge is completely protected by- 
armour plating. .
